PLAGUE. 

California— Plague-Infected Squirrels Found. 

On July 1, 1914, one plague infected squirrel was found in Contra 
Costa County, and on July 3 one plague- infected squirrel was found 
in San Benito County, Cal. 

California — Squirrels Collected and Examined. 

During the week ended July 18, 1914, ground squirrels were 
collected and examined in California as follows: Alameda County, 
227; Contra Costa County, 520, 1 infected; San Benito County, 120, 
1 infected; Santa Clara County, 51; a total of 2 plague infected 
squirrels found as against a total of 1 1 for the preceding week. 

California — Rats Collected and Examined. 

During the week ended July 18, 1914, 619 rats were collected 
in San Francisco, Cal. Of this number, 472 were examined for 
plague infection. No plague infected rat was found.

Louisiana— New Orleans— Rodents Collected and Examined. 

During the week ended August 1, 1914, 10,677 rodents were 
collected in New Orleans, La.
